Stern warnings that Quad- 
City motorists must employ 
greatly increased drivnng pre¬ 
cautions fo avoid a disastrous 
traffic accident toll during the 
Fourth of July holiday period 
came from area authorities to¬ 
day in the face of an already 
plummeting ' record of local 
area accidents, injuries and fa¬ 
talities. 

In emphasizing the need of 
greater safety, practices, they 
noted that nine Quad-City area 
traffic deaths were chalked up 
in June, the greatest number of 
any single month in many 
years. 

To enforce the warnings, po¬ 
lice and traffic authorities have 
been mapping strong enforce¬ 
ment programs for .the Fourth 
of July period which; for many 
persons, will be a four-day hol¬ 
iday. Traffic safety officials es¬ 
timate between 500 and 60Q per¬ 
sons will die on the nation's 
highways in traffic accidents 
alone during the weekend. 

List 202 Crashes 

Statistics for June listed a 
total of 202 traffic accidents in 
the Quad-City area, with 142 
persons injured and nine dead. 
While the number of accidents 


was 15 less than the 217 re¬ 
ported in the previous month of 
May, the 142 persons Injured 
was an inorease of 16 over the 
May injury total of 126 victims, 
only two fatalities were re¬ 
ported in May. 

Officials pointed out that a 
steady increase in the Quad- 
City accident and injury rate 
has occurred during . the. six 
months of this year, and for 
that purpose a continuous drive 
for closer observance of traf¬ 
fic regulations by motorists Is 
being planned. 

During the Fourth of July 
holiday period opening tomor¬ 
row, Illinois State Police will 
effect their usual “red alert” 
program beginning at 6 p.m. to¬ 
day and continuing untH 6 p.m.

Statistics also show that a 
total of 684 persons have been 
injured thus far this year, an 
increase of 50, or 7%, over last 
year's -total bf 634 for the same 
period. 

This year’s traffic accident 
ratio took a big jump over last 
years during January when a 
total of 253 accidents occurred

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GC Council Oks 
Zoning Change 
For Apartment 


Despite the third appearance 
at council meetings by a dele¬ 
gation of objectors, Granite 
City council members voted 
10-to-5 Monday night to re zone 
a 2.62-acre tract off Johnson 
road for a three-story, 60-unit. 
apartment house. 

About 40 persons were in the 
audience to protest the council 
action, and several spoke, j 

At the outset of the council 
session, a letter from Alderman 
Johnson, who is vacationing, 
was read. He protested rezon¬ 
ing for an apartment and sug¬ 
gested the council either vote 
the ordinance down, defer ac¬ 
tion or perhaps the mayor 
would veto it 

There was no attempt to de¬ 
fer action. The ordinance had 
been placed on first reading 
last week, when 35 members 
of a delegation waited in thf 
94-95 degree council room for 
nearly three hours to voice 
their protests. 

The meeting room was a lib- 
tie cooler this week with fiv<t 
fans, instead of one, to replace 
the out-of-service air condition¬ 
er. Alderman Whitmer arrived 
carrying his own fan—a large 
one with a long extension cord. 

Principal spokesman for the 
delegation was Henry Lamb, 
2029 Clark avenue. The 2.62- 
acre tract is bounded by John¬ 
son road, Clark avenue, Mer¬ 
cer drive and the levee districj 
ditch. 

Lamb said several of the 
objectors had met last week 
with William F. Hoelscher and 
other members of the City 
Planning Commission, who said 
they had recommended the 
zoning change because there 
were no objectors at the public 
hearing. 

He added that Hoelscher had 
shown the group a map of .the 
proposed master plan for Gran¬ 
ite City prepared by the South¬ 
western Illinois Metropolitan 
Area Planning Commission and 
that the tract zone classification 
was a R-3 for single family 
dwellings. It had been changed 
to R-4 for duplex dwellings. 

“We were ,told," Lamb con¬ 
tinued, “that several of the 
commissioners realized they 
would be sacrificing Merced 
drive. This city can’t afford to 
sacrifice any of Its citizens. 
This is frightening. There are 
many similar tracts in Granite 
City. 

“This is offering to a god of 
$800,000 a block of people as 
sacrifice. This $600,000 apart¬ 
ment building would be out of 
theme and out of balance with 
the entire area that Is made up 
of one family residences.” 

Lamti aded, “This is a sick 
piece of property and should be 
treated properly. In all sincer¬ 
ity we ask that it first tfe de¬ 
veloped as R-3 or R-4.” 

Harold Cavlns. 3315 Wabash 
avenue, urged development of 
the area with duplex dwellings. 
“Are we concerned with taxes 
or people? We got an added 25 
signers along Wabash to the 
petition of protest. Does money 
buy everything?” he asked. 

Also voicing protest was Her¬ 
man Fahnster, 2009 Clark ave4 
nue, who said he had protested 
other zoning changes for the 
tract. “It looks like an area 
can be changed overnight front 
R-l for one family dwellings to 
R-5 for apartments.” 

Speaking for Andrew Gitch- 
off, the developer, Irvin Slate, 
lawyer, said he had attended 
the session of the City Plan 
Commission and heard no com¬ 
ments about sacrificing an 
area. We have a good plan and 
it will help the property there 
in spite of the protests.” 

Alderman Dawes also voiced 
objection to the zone change, 
but Nonn called for a vote. Al¬ 
dermen voting for the zone 
change were Dallas, Moerlien, 
Bartoslak, Whitmer, Boyd, 
Green, Basarich, Nonn, Fry, 
Parmley and Robertson. Op¬ 
posed were Dallas, Poulos, Rut¬ 
ledge, Jarrett and Dawes.

“Quebec Confronts Canada" 
by Edward M. Corbett. Balti¬ 
more, Johns Hopkins Press. 

Reviewed by David E. Con¬ 
rad, a faculty member of the 
Department of History of South¬ 
ern Illinois Universtiy. 

(Review published in the 
Daily Egyptian, SIU Depart¬ 
ment of Journalism, Carbon- 
dale.) 

Most Americans feel they 
know something about Canada. 

They know Canada had a 
world’s fair last year, they 
know that nearly all good 
hockey players come from 
there, and they know that Ca¬ 
nadians look, talk and act pret- 
, ty much like Americans. 

Many Americans even know 
that there is a part of Canada 
where French is spoken, but 
few understand the Canadian 
government and how it is deal¬ 
ing with.these problems. 

An astonishing fact is that 
Americans know so little about 
Canadian government that 
many are not sure what city is 
the national capital. 

In recent years, Americans 
• have been puzzled and sur¬ 
prised by reports of a new 
phenomenon — Quebec nation¬ 
alism. 

Probably, most of us have 
thought of this as rather ab¬ 
surd, something like Basque 
nationalism or Puerto Rican 
nationalism. 

Even when President De 
. Gaulle visited Quebec last year 
and made himself ridiculous 
with his demagogic call for a 
free Quebec, few Americans 
understood the full iraplica- 

In view of this almost bound¬ 
less ignorance of«our friendly 
neighbor to the north, most of 
us would benefit greatly from a 
careful reading (it Is not a book 
to read lightly) of "Quebec 
Confronts Canada." 

Author Edward M. Corbett, 
a former professor of French 
and now a career civil servant, 
has written a thoughtful, com¬ 
prehensive and nearly exhaus¬ 
tive study of the problems pre¬ 
sented by Quebec to Canada. 

It is obvious that although he 
has used extensively the stand¬ 
ard Sources for such a work- 
newspapers, books, pamphlets, 
government documents, events 
—a major part of what he has 
written comes from ihis own 
perceptive observation and 
wide knowledge of Quebec. 

The problems of Quebec, like 
most human problems, have 
their origins in history. 

The French-speaking peo¬ 
ple of Canada still live in 
the shadow of the conquest 
of their ancestors by British 
am d American colonial 
armies in the 1750s. 

French Canadians have 
struggled since the Con¬ 
quest to retain their re¬ 
spect, their identity and 
symbolically, their lan¬ 
guage. 

For many years they hoped, 
because of their Catholic re¬ 
ligion and perhaps because of 
their Latin blood in contrast to 
English reserve, to achieve 
“cradle revenge,” that is to 
out-populate the English and 
some day be the majority. But 
it has not happened that way. 

Today, .there are French Ca¬ 
nadians throughout Canada, 
but they are concentrated in 
the areas they occupied when 
the Conquest took place—Que¬ 
bec and the Maritime Prov¬ 
inces. 

The rest of Canada is pre¬ 
dominantly British and English- 
speaking. 

French-Canadians make up 
about 30% of the national pop¬ 
ulation. 

By 1981, demographers esti¬ 
mate the figure will be 25%. 

Until the current generation, 
it was generally assumed 
throughout Canada that the 
French minority would grad¬ 
ually be assimilated until they 
simply disappeared as a cul¬ 
tural group. 

Apparently, many French- 
Canadians accepted this as 
their fate. 

But in the last ten years 
there has taken place in Quebec 
what Corbett calls the "quiet 
revolution.” 

A new attitude has emerged 
in Quebec, one in which the 
French—iQanadians are deter¬ 
mined to ^maintain their cul- 
tural autonomy, their "French¬ 
ness,” with whatever measures 
necessary. 

This means not only full po¬ 
litical independence for Quebec 
but removal of economic and 
social dependence on English 
Canada and the United States. 

Meat Quebecois would prefer 
to achieve their autonomy with¬ 
in the framework of the Cana¬ 
dian Confederation, but they 
are determined to have it even 
if it means separation. 

Thus far, toe separatists are 
a small but highly publicized 
minority. 

But author Corbett believes 
that they could become a ma¬ 
jority If it seemed necessary in 
order to accomplish the quiet 

revolution. _ 

In Ms words, “Whether 
autonomy can be achieved 


within confederation will 
ultimately depend on Eng¬ 
lish Canada.” The decision 
for autonomy has already 
been made in French Can¬ 
ada. 

In an excellent chapter on 
the intellectual climate, Cor¬ 
bett analyzes the origins of the 
quiet revolution. 

It came prlrfclpally from toe 
writings and thoughts of certain 
Quebec newspapermen, profes¬ 
sors, politicians, priests and 
television personalities. 
Eclecticism is toe keynote. 
These leaders are anxious to 
adopt to their needs toe best 
the world has to offer in educa¬ 
tion, technology and art. 

Anything French gets prime 
consideration, and anything 
from the. United States is 
viewed with suspicion. 

Pride in the enhanced 
role of DeGaulle’s France 
and sheer snobbery has 
turned the elite of French 
Canada more and more to¬ 
ward France. 

While French Canadians 
admire the technological 
and economic accomplish¬ 
ments of the United States, 
there Is strong Intellectual 
resistance to American cul¬ 
tural domination. 

The effects of the new atti¬ 
tude on the part of French Ca¬ 
nadians can readily be seen in 
today’s Canada. 

Much of the controversy has 
centered on the French lan¬ 
guage, with the result today 
that French is taught in most 
public schools and that toe 
right of French-speaking Cana¬ 
dians to use French in dealing 
with their government or other 
Canadians is carefully pro¬ 
tected by law. 

All civil servants in Canada 
are now required to study 
French and to master it even¬ 
tually (at some distant date). 

Many English Canadian busi¬ 
nessmen who thought their 
tongues could never twist 
around French words now find 
themselves learning French. 

Corbett, an authority on Que¬ 
bec French, believes that the 
dialect is not as bad as pur¬ 
ported, and that it sounds to 
most Frenchmen like a provin¬ 
cial dialect of their own coun¬ 
try. 

He also points out that Que¬ 
bec is the leading center out¬ 
side of France for publications 
inj French and, indeed, the 
leading center of French cul¬ 
ture in the world outside of 
France. 

Individually, nearly every 
French Canadian, according to 
Corbett, desires and increasing¬ 
ly idemands a Canada In which 
he, no longer feels like a for¬ 
eigner in his own country. 

He demands that his rights 
to speak French, to have equal 
economic opportunities, and to 
conserve his cultural heritage 
be guaranteed from Newfound¬ 
land to British Columbia. 

Corbett makes some interest¬ 
ing! but possibly limited conclu¬ 
sions about the reaction of 
English Canada to the new 
“fact” of Quebec. 

Many English Canadians and 
New Canadians (other immi¬ 
grant groups, most of whom 
have adopted English) are will¬ 
ing to make concessions to 
French Canadian demands, es¬ 
pecially in the area of bilingual- 
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ism. 

But toe author feels that sig¬ 
nificant numbers of English 
Canadians find it impossible to 
shake off the “mental blinders” 
they have always had toward 
the French Canadian. 

The memory of the Conquest 
is as soul-satisfying to them as 
It is painful to the French Ca¬ 
nadians. 

Especially in the prairie 
provinces, the reaction "To hell 
with Quebec” comes spontane¬ 
ously to the lips of Canadians. 

Corbett feels the main ob¬ 
stacle to the solution of the 
Quebec question will be 
English Canadian accept¬ 
ance of the idea of a dual 
majority. 

He admits he does not 
know whether they will ac¬ 
cept It or not He thinks 
that If they do not, Quebec 
will separate. 

One question which Corbett 
does not answer, and perhaps 
it is outside the pale of his 
book, is what would happen if 
Quebec elects to leave the Con¬ 
federation? 

Would this be permitted by 
the national government? 

Or could it lead to a civil 
wgr or some lesser type of eco¬ 
nomic and social conflict? 

Corbett does not think many 
Quebeckers want secession, be¬ 
cause they are convinced it 
would mean a lower standard 
of living for them, but he sin¬ 
cerely believes they vyill take 
thjs drastic step eventually If 
they have to. 

j‘Quebec Confronts Canada” 
is'a signficant book. Each page 
is packed with important facts 
artd ideas. 

Reading it will open the door 
to a whole new area of knowl¬ 
edge for many Americans. 

It is not an easy book to read 
or comprehend, but it is ex¬ 
tremely worthwhile. 


Renewal Can Be Planned, Guided 
Locally to Meet Local Needs 

\ Urban renewal, one of. the processes by 
which citizens and government could stimulate 
the development of downtown Granite City, has 
aroused the ire of many people much like a 
waving cape angers a bull. 

This reflex action, while somewhat under¬ 
standable, is not justified because renewal goals, 
procedures and effectiveness vary greatly be¬ 
tween different communities. 

Severest criticism of urban renewal is that 
it ousts longtime residents, bulldozes their prop¬ 
erty to ground level and replaces it with facilities 
of little or no use to them, displacing them 
either temporarily or permanently and ruth¬ 
lessly altering their way of life. 

At the opposite extreme is the Utopian 
concept of a crumbling, rotting, unhealthy en¬ 
vironment being changed almost overnight to a 
bright, clean, attractive new world in which hap¬ 
piness and self-fulfillment are the rule. 

Exactly what urban renewal would bring 
to Granite City cannot be fully predicted at this , 
point, but what should be kept in mind is that 
its scope and aims would be determined locally, 
not by aom ie far-off administrator largely un¬ 
aware of local conditions and needs. 

The vital ingredient that makes renewal 
imperative here is that it enables acquisition of 
an area big enough to attract redevelopment 
activities of significant benefit to a community. 
Piecemeal property purchases often are impos¬ 
sible or would be so time-consuming that any¬ 
one with a profit incentive is blocked from 
proceeding. 

Specifications, Sharp Rise in Trash 
Collection Costs Are Unsatisfactory 

Mayor Partney makes a valid point in 
saying that the Granite City municipal govern¬ 
ment probably should have sought new trash 
collection bids in order ‘ to provide taxpayers 
with "the best possible service at the lowest 
possible price."

a Granite Cicy partnership and $214,250 from 
the present contractor, a Barrington, 111., cor¬ 
poration. The latter has been serving at $122,- 
745 a year and bid $175,900 if once-weekly 
summer collection-was continued, instead of the 
twice-a-week now scheduled for summers in 
1968-71. 

Factors justifying a new round of bidding 
include the wide range of the bids, apparent 
uncertainty over ability to perform, and the sub¬ 
stantial increase in cost compared to the pre¬ 
vious contract. Requirement of a performance 
bond may be wise, but this should have been 
made a part of either the original or second- 
round specifications, rather than being stipulated 
informally after bids had been opened. 

If it is still possible - to obtain new bids— 
signing of the new contract has been delayed— 1 
this would seem to be the best course. If it is 
too late, we hope the officials have learned a - 
lesson and, in their future awards, follow pro-, 
cedures more consistent with those of other gov¬ 
ernmental agencies in this region. 

Thoughts of Vietnam Inescapable 
As Independence Day Approaches 

No thanks, President Adams. 

We agree in sentiment with your call 1 92 
years ago for the Fourth of July to be observed 
with “shows, games, sports, guns, bells, bon¬ 
fires and illuminations," but there is already so 
much gunfire in American streets and in Viet¬ 
nam that we will not add to the din. 

Independence Day 1968 will be com¬ 
memorated with public festivals and supervised 
fireworks displays, of course, and this is as it 
should be. It is essential that oldsters and young¬ 
sters keep aglow within their hearts and minds 
an intense patriotic fervor ... a love of country 
that goes beyond mere theoretical allegiance to 
the American principles of justice and democ¬ 
racy. 

The fact that all men are brothers does not 
alter the fact that not all men want freedom to 
prevail. It is the absence of freedom in much of 
the world, and the continuing effort to under¬ 
mine those nations which maintain it as a beacon 
of hope to all, that cause Americans to not take 
their hard-won rights casually. Liberty will not 
be retained except by those able and willing to 
defend it, proudly and bravely. 

Independence Day is a proud occasion 
and yet a time of sadness because it once again 
has become necessary for Americans to take up 
arms on foreign battlefields. 

If we approach the holiday this year more 
quietly and somberly than usual, it is not for any 
lack of devotion to U. S. ideals but because 
thoughts dwell not only on one's community 
and homeland but also on those sacrificing so 
much on the other side of the globe. 

It will be a time for even greater celebra¬ 
tion when an honorable and just peace is 
achieved.

Traditionally and by law, July 
4th is celebrated in America as 
the Day of Independence. But 
actually, the historic decision to 
break from British rule was 
made on July 2, 1776. 

Delegates to the Continental 
Congress at Philadelphia decid¬ 
ed the issue of independence 
when, on July 2, 1776, they 
passed a resolution stating, 

. . . These United Colonies 
are, and of right ought to be, 
free and independent States." 

The resolution was one of 
three Introduced to Congress on 
June 7, 1776, by Richard Henry 
Lee of Virginia. 

The other resolutions which 
were subsequently incorporated 
in the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence were that the colonies 
. . are absolved from ail al¬ 
legiance to the British Crown,” 
and, “that all political con¬ 
nection between them and the 
State of Great Britain is, and 
ought to be, totally dissolved.” 

Three days after Lee intro¬ 
duced his resolutions. Congress 
appointed a five-member com¬ 
mittee chaired by Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson to prepare a declaration 


of colonial independence. Jef¬ 
ferson drafted the declaration 
and sent it to the other commit¬ 
tee members for, changes and 
approval. 

The voting on the Lee reso¬ 
lution was originally scheduled 
for July 1, 1770. Its proponents, 
however, secured a day’s de¬ 
lay which enabled them to en¬ 
gage in additional political ac¬ 
tivity. 

As a result, delegates who op¬ 
posed independence were per¬ 
suaded to stay away from the 
July 2 session, while others who 
favored toe resolution were en¬ 
couraged to come to Philadel¬ 
phia posthaste. 

One such delegate, Caesar 
Rodney rode all night from Del¬ 
aware in order to cast an af¬ 
firmative vote for independence. 

The result was that the Lee 
resolution was passed on July 2 
without a single dissenting vote. 

The next two days were spent 
discussing the Declaration, 
which was unanimously adopted 
on July 4, toe date now set 
aside both by Illinois and feder¬ 
al laws for celebrating Ameri¬ 
can independence.

POOR MISLED BY TALK 
OF UNLIMITED FUNDS 
To the Editor: 

The sight of bulldozers push¬ 
ing down the little plywood 
houses of Resurrection City and 
clearing out the debris, was a 
sad climax td the poor people’s 
march on Washington. 

That these poor people really 
had their grievances every fair- 
minded person must admit. 

That they had a perfect right 
to bring their grievances to the 
attention of the American peo¬ 
ple was well recognized by 
those in authority, who pro¬ 
vided them one of toe most 
beautiful campsites in the city 
of Washington, with every san¬ 
itary necessity possible. 

The authorities gave them 
ample time to air their griev¬ 
ances and clean up all toe de¬ 
bris after their allotted time In 
Washington had expired. 

That the leaders of the march 
on Washington did not elect to 
comply with these conditions, 
but chose rather to perpetuate 
their stay, and toat Mr. Aber¬ 
nathy, who took over from 
Martin Luther King jr. after 
his assassination, preferred to 
make himself a martyr by going 
to jail, will, I think, lose them 
more sympathy than it will 
gain them. 

That the march on Washing¬ 
ton was ill-conceived and Jll- 
timed is evident, not only by 
the torrential ruins that made 
their campsite a quagmire, but 
also by the mood of Congress 
to cut taxes and cut down on 
the funds for those welfare 
measures already in effect. 

If toe leaders of the poor peo¬ 
ple’s march on Washington 


thougjht toat they could high- 
pressure Congress into provid¬ 
ing more money, then they 
over-estimated their own Influ¬ 
ence and over-estimated the de¬ 
termination of Congress, espe¬ 
cially of Wilbur Mills, who 
must give his okay to every ap¬ 
propriation toat passes in Con¬ 
gress. 

Throughout the present pres¬ 
idential campaign, it has been 
my impression that some of our 
presidential candidates have 
misled our poor people and 
other good people, adding to 
the discontent and impatience 
by their criticism of (President 
Johnson for not immediately 
putting into effect all the pro¬ 
visions of the Kemer report. 

Such candidates have given 
toe impression that If only they 
were elected president, our na¬ 
tion’s pursestrings would be un¬ 
loosed and that all our needs 
would be provided. 

But I doubt very much that' 
any of the candidates could 
wheedle Congress out of any 
more welfare funds than Pres¬ 
ident Johnson, who has had 
more experience and perhaps 
more influence with Congress. 

The poor people have more 
things going for them now than 
at any time in our nation’s his¬ 
tory. But it will take time to 
right all toe wrongs .that have 
been done. 

I think it would be more ad¬ 
vantageous to the poor people 
than any march in Washington 
if they would now go heftne and 
participate in all those pro¬ 
grams currently going for 
them, such as education, job 
training and the many others.

Mental Health Center 
(«0s $75,000 Grant 

The Quad-Cities center of the 
Madison County Mental Health 
Society has received a state 
grant of $75,000 for operations 
during the fiscal year starting 
July 1, it was announced thfa 
week at Springfield.

A new federal requirement 
for increased employment Of 
Negroes on° Illinois state high¬ 
way projects in the Madison 
and St. Clair county area is' 
pausing considerable concern 
among district highway offi¬ 
cials, Robert Kronst, district 
engineer at French Village, 
told the Press-Record yester¬ 
day.
